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THE  ORANGE  GROVE  “SANCTUARY” 

Thanks  to  the  Shore  Patrol,  a strange 
“happening”  is  taking  place  at  Pasadena’s 
Orange  Grove  Friends  Meetinghouse!  Some 
call  it  a “sanctuary,”  others  call  it  a vigil, 
still  others  see  it  as  a coffee  house  and  a 
school  for  war  resisters.  Whatever  it  is  called, 
the  fact  is  that  the  military  authorities  have 
refused  to  arrest  two  Marines,  one  soldier, 
and  one  draft  resister  who  have  taken  asyl- 
um in  the  Meetinghouse  since  Decemer  18 
last  year. 

How  did  it  all  begin?  Orange  Grove 
Friends  have  been  considering  their  respon- 
sibilities to  men  who  resist  the  draft  or  who 
try  to  resign  from  the  armed  forces  because 
of  conscience.  The  Meeting  adopted  Pacific 
Yearly  Meeting’s  Minute  as  its  own,  includ- 
ing the  statement: 

We  support  any  person  who  because  of  con- 
science is  making  a nonviolent  witness  against 
the  military  system  and  the  draft.  We  recog- 
nize that  non-cooperators  will  require  special 
and  concrete  support.  We  shall  give  them  such 
support  when  and  wherever  possible. 

As  soon  as  the  position  of  the  Meeting  be- 
came known,  members  of  The  Resistance  be- 
gan referring  men  to  the  Meeting  who  re- 
quested assistance  and  “sanctuary.”  By  early 
December,  the  Meeting’s  Committee  on  Min- 
istry and  Counsel  had  received  requests  from 
two  Marines,  one  soldier  and  one  draft  re- 
sister who  had  refused  induction.  Only  the 
draft  resister  had  been  an  attender  at  Meet- 
ing; the  others,  strangers  to  Friends,  had 
been  AWOL  (absent  without  leave)  for  var- 
ious lengths  of  time. 

After  interviews  to  determine  their  clear- 
ness and  their  willingness  to  submit  to  ar- 
rest, Ministry  recommended  that  a special 
Meeting  for  Worship  be  held  on  December 
18th  “on  the  occasion  of  the  resignation  of 
these  three  men  from  the  armed  forces.”  The 
Marines  were  Neil  Blainton  and  Steve  Da- 
vis; the  Army  man,  Timothy  Springer.  Meet- 
ing approved;  the  Shore  Patrol  and  Military 
Police  were  informed;  and  the  Meeting  for 
Worship  was  held.  When  two  members  of 
the  Shore  Patrol  entered  the  Meeting  that 
evening,  they  were  invited  to  join  in  the 
worship  service  and  meet  the  AWOLS  at  its 
conclusion.  They  refused  the  invitation, 
waited  outside  until  about  ten  minutes  of 
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the  Meeting’s  end,  and  then  left.  They  have 
not  returned. 

Since  that  date,  Neil  Blanton,  one  of  the 
Marines,  publicly  announced  he  was  leav- 
ing, and  shortly  thereafter  was  arrested  out- 
side the  Resistance  House  in  San  Diego.  Two 
others  have  been  accepted  into  this  “wait 
ing  and  praying  vigil,”  Walt  Skinner,  an 
AFSC  employee  who  learned  that  he  had 
been  indicted  by  the  Federal  Grand  Jury 
for  failure  to  report  for  induction,  and  Dane 
Hermansky,  another  Marine  who  has  been 
AWOL  since  January  5,  1969.  Three  other 
Marines  were  referred  to  a nearby  Meeting; 
another  has  sought  help  of  Orange  Grove. 

The  concept  of  “sanctuary”  is  foreign  to 
Friends.  We  do  not  regard  the  room  in  which 
we  worship  as  a sanctuary,  and  this  we  have 
scrupulously  pointed  out  to  the  men  who 
have  asked  for  our  help.  Meeting  specifically 
minuted  that  any  sanctuary  Orange  Grove 
could  give  would  be  symbolic  since  there  is 
no  law  preventing  the  arresting  officers  from 
entering  the  Meetinghouse.  It  went  even  fur- 
ther when  the  chairman  of  Ministry  wrote 
to  the  Commandant  of  the  Marine  Corps,  “In 
no  sense  is  the  Meeting  attempting  to  inter- 
fere with  due  process  of  law,  hindering  ap- 
propriate authorities  from  taking  individuals 
into  custody  or  concealing  fugitives  from  jus- 
tice.” While  it  has  offered  the  hospitality  of 
the  Meeting  to  the  waiting  men,  it  takes  no 
responsibility  for  their  whereabouts  or  their 
day-to-day  activities.  Essentially,  the  Meet- 
ing sees  its  role  as  providing  public  and 
moral  support  for  those  whose  consciences 
lead  them  to  separate  themselves  from  the 
armed  forces. 

But  public  announcements  to  the  con- 
trary, the  Shore  Patrol  continues  to  treat  the 
Meetinghouse  as  if  it  were,  indeed,  a legal 
sanctuary.  The  lieutenant  in  charge  of  the 
Shore  Patrol  is  reported  to  have  said  that  the 
SP  would  not  enter  the  Meetinghouse  to  ar- 
rest the  men.  He  and  military  authorities 
have  asked  the  men  to  submit  voluntarily  to 
arrest  by  going  to  the  nearest  police  station 
or  armed  forces  base. 

But  this  is  precisely  what  the  men  have 
refused  to  do.  They  are  willing  to  be  arrested 
but  will  not  voluntarily  submit  to  arrest. 
They  are  anxious  to  make  a public  witness 
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of  their  position  in  the  hope  and  expectation 
that  their  actions  will  encourage  other  men, 
in  and  out  of  the  miltary,  to  examine  their 
own  consciences  and  likewise  resist. 

In  speaking  for  the  men,  Walt  Skinner  says, 
“In  taking  sanctuary  we  have  made  our  stands 
visible  to  a wider  community  of  people.  We 
have  thought  it  imperative  that  men  in  the 
armed  forces  and  men  facing  the  draft  know 
that  other  men  are  standing  resolutely  in  oppo- 
sition to  the  military  and  all  that  it  stands  for 
and  importantly,  that  men  who  take  similar  po- 
sitions can  expect  the  support  of  at  least  a 
segment  of  the  religious  community.  We  feel 
that  the  military  divides  men  from  other  men 
and  that  it  separates  men  from  themselves 
through  fear,  arbitrary  authority,  and  coercion; 
thus  the  need  to  permeate  the  profound  sense 
of  isolation  the  military  builds  and  perpetuates. 
Because  of  the  sanctuary  a number  of  people 
have  been  able  to  identify  with  the  positions 
held  by  those  of  us  here.  And  we  have  found 
that  the  quality  of  our  outreach  to  the  wider 
community  has  been  increased  by  the  concern 
and  friendship  we  have  experienced  here— what 
amounts  to  a constant  source  of  inspiration 
and  strength.” 

Some  members  of  Meeting  feel  in  unity 
with  this  wider  objective  and  think  of  them- 
selves as  friends  of  The  Resistance.  Others 
have  not  committed  thmeselves  beyond  mo- 
ral support  and  hospitality  for  the  men  as 
individuals. 

It  is  quite  clear  that  Orange  Grove  Friends 
never  expected  the  military  authorities 
would  fail  to  arrest  the  men.  Nor  did  anyone 
foresee  that  the  Meetinghouse  itself  would 
become  a mecca  for  hundreds  of  young  peo- 
ple, members  of  The  Resistance,  other 
AWOLs  and  draft  resisters.  For  the  first  two 
weeks,  throughout  the  Christmas  season, 
members  of  Meeting  provided  hospitality  in 
the  Meetinghouse  not  only  for  the  three  men, 
but  for  their  supporters  as  well.  The  old 
benches  became  beds  at  night;  sleeping  bags 
appeared;  Friends  and  others  donated  food; 
and  a coffee  house  atmosphere  pervaded  the 
Meetinghouse.  But  more  than  that.  Beyond 
the  discussions,  beyond  the  bongos  and  rock 
music,  beyond  the  problems  of  life  style, 
there  emerged  a strange  and,  as  some  would 
call  it,  a beautiful  community,  a community 
of  the  concerned.  Young  people  who  had  re- 
jected the  Church  and  religion,  found  a new 
dynamic  in  the  silent  worship;  they  discov- 
ered Quakerism.  Friends  discovered  in  many 
of  these  young  people  a devotion  and  com- 
mitment which  was  reminiscent  of  early 
Friends  when  the  Society  actively  resisted 
the  authority  of  the  State  over  their  lives 
and  consciences. 

When  more  AWOLS  appeared  seeking 
sanctuary,  Orange  Grove  sought  the  help  of 
nearby  Meetings.  And  in  January,  the  San 


Fernando  Meeting  took  three  AWOLS  all 
from  the  Marines  into  their  homes.  Although 
special  meetings  for  worship  were  held  at 
the  Meetinghouse,  San  Fernando  Friends  did 
not  offer  the  hospitality  of  the  Meetinghouse 
to  the  men  or  their  supporters.  For  a num- 
ber of  reasons  two  of  the  men  have  left  this 
“sanctuary;”  the  third  was  arrested  in  the 
home  of  a Friend  who  had  given  him  hos- 
pitality. 

Because  Orange  Grove  Meeting  had  com- 
mitments to  the  Head  Start  program,  to  a 
Mothers’  Club,  and  to  its  own  Meeting  func- 
tions, some  problems  developed  over  the  use 
of  space.  So,  beginning  in  late  February,  a 
new  schedule  for  the  over-worked  Meeting- 
house went  into  effect.  Overnight  hospitality 
was  limited  to  the  four  men  with  two  to  four 
persons  from  the  Meeting  and  The  Resist- 
ance. Open  house  for  all  inquirers  and  sup- 
porters is  in  the  afternoon  and  evening  with 
an  8 p.m.  daily  Meeting  for  Worship.  The 
Steering  Committee  which  Meeting  set  up 
to  guide  the  operations  is  responsible  for  edu- 
cational activities  which  have  included  films, 
speakers,  discussions,  and  a workshop  on 
nonviolence. 

It  is  hard  to  measure  what  is  happening 
inside  these  young  people  to  attract  them  to 
the  Meeting.  The  men  say  that  they  are  find- 
ing strength  from  this  “beautiful”  commun- 
ity. Evening  meetings  for  worship  have  been 
powerful  because  there  is  a realization  that 
these  young  men  are  really  putting  their 
lives  on  the  line  and  that  their  witness  will 
have  far-reaching  repercussions.  It  is  per- 
haps enough  to  say  that  the  Meetinghouse 
is  filled  with  young  people  on  Sunday  morn- 
ings and  that  35  persons  have  enrolled  in  a 
series  of  meetings  for  inquirers. 

Orange  Grove  has  more  than  a support 
action  going  for  four  men.  This  act  of  sup- 
port has  revealed  that  there  are  a lot  of 
young  people  alienated  from  the  old  society 
who  are  seeking  community.  They  just  might 
be  the  Society  of  Friends  of  tomorrow.  Some 
have  suggested  that  we  undertake  to  buy  or 
rent  a house  for  a hospitality  and  educa- 
tional center,  or  at  least  give  support  to  mem- 
bers of  The  Resistance  who  have  been  try- 
ing to  build  “communes”  or  intentional  sup- 
port communities. 

Whatever  the  future  holds,  Orange  Grove 
Meeting  will  never  be  quite  the  same  again. 
By  trying  to  meet  others’  needs,  we  have 
learned  more  about  ourselves  and  have 
grown  in  the  process.

FROM  THE  MINUTES  OF 
THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

The  Executive  Committee  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meet- 
ing met  in  Berkeley  Meeting  House,  March  22.  The 
Minutes  approved  provided  for  the  following: 

A travel  minute  will  be  sent  to  Charles  and  Edris 
Cooper  who  will  be  travelling  in  Europe  for  several 
months. 

The  action  of  the  Clerk  in  sending  to  AFSC  the 
funds  remaining  given  for  medical  supplies  for  North 
Vietnam  (reported  in  the  March  Bulletin)  was  ap- 
proved; future  gifts  may  be  sent  to  either  the  AFSC 
or  the  CFSC  whichever  seems  appropriate.  (The 
CFSC  is  not  sending  to  North  Vietnam  at  this  time.) 

The  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Yearly  Meeting  Ar- 
rangements presented  a number  of  recommendations 
to  lighten  the  burden  for  the  Registrar  for  Yearly 
Meeting,  including  a cut-off  date  for  registrations 
ten  days  before  Yearly  Meeting  begins;  the  prepar- 
ation of  a simplified,  standardized  registration  form; 
sharing  of  arrangements  responsibilities  more  wide- 
ly with  sub-committee  chairmen;  preparation  of  a 
general  arrangements  handbook  for  St.  Mary’s  Col- 
lege; the  assignment  to  Friends  in  outlying  areas  of 
Yearly  Meeting  jobs  of  the  manpower  for  the  chil- 
dren’s program;  the  Bookstore;  Secretariat  respon- 
sibility; help  at  the  registration  table  at  PYM.  All 
of  these  recommendations  were  approved. 

The  Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  name  the  Nominating 
Committee:  Clara  Hum  named  the  following  for  the 
class  1971:  Richard  Derby,  Sacrament;  Margaret 
Jump,  Multnomah;  Shirley  Tweed,  La  Jolla;  Alter- 
nates: Margaret  Brooks,  Marin;  Cleo  Cox,  Phoenix. 
Also  approved  was  the  recommendation  that  in  the 
future  this  committee  make  its  report  to  a late  ses- 
sion of  Representative  Committee  during  the  Yearly 
Meeting. 

The  Bulletin  Editor  was  given  permission  to  ex- 
ceed the  budget  if  additional  funds  are  required  to 
print  full  reports  from  committees;  these  needs  may 
be  reflected  in  the  budget  presented  for  the  ensuing 
year.  Editorial  responsibility  to  edit  material  was 
reemphasized. 

The  Children’s  Program  at  PYM:  Ruth  Dart  Smith 
reported  that  engaged  to  direct  the  program  for  the 
next  three  years  are  Carl  and  LaDonna  Wallen  of 
Corvallis  Meeting.  As  Coordinator  of  the  Children’s 
Program  Ruth  will  complete  her  term  of  service  in 
helping  them  get  set  for  their  first  Yearly  Meeting. 

Friend  in  the  Orient  Committee:  Catherine  Bruner 
reported  that  Steve  Thomas  hopes  to  stay  on  in  Asia 
another  year  working  for  the  AFSC;  Stuart  Innerst 
will  be  able  to  assume  the  position  during  an  interim 
time  before  Ben  and  Madge  Seaver  will  be  available 
to  serve  some  time  in  1970. 


Finance  Committee:  Otto  Heck  has  had  to  re- 
sign as  chairman;  his  resignation  was  accepted.  The 
appointment  was  approved  of  Isaiah  Meyer,  Chair- 
man Finance  Committee,  1044  A Merced  St.,  Berk- 
eley, CA  94707. 

Officers  and  chairmen  of  committees  are  re- 
minded that  budget  requests  should  be  sent  to  the 
Finance  Chairman  as  far  in  advance  as  possible,  by 
the  middle  of  June  finally.  If  a significant  increase 
is  being  requested  an  explanation  of  the  increase 
should  be  included.  It  is  the  duty  of  outgoing  chair- 
men to  submit  the  budgets. 
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The  Schools  Committee:  Helen  Stevenson  re- 
ported that  their  most  immediate  challenge  is  to 
know  what  today’s  high  school  students  are  really 
thinking. 

Sub-Committee  ©n  the  Junior  Yearly  Meeting: 
Ed  Morgenroth  reported  the  following  definition  of 
the  areas  they  conceive  their  task  to  cover:  (1)  to 
be  available  to  deal  with  problems  arising  at  Yearly 
Meeting;  (2)  to  study  ways  the  Junior  Yearly  Meeting 
can  have  continuity  with  the  Junior  Friends  move- 
ment; (3)  to  consider  the  merger  of  responsibility 
for  children’s  program  and  Junior  Friends  under  one 
committee  with  one  budget. 

The  Executive  Committee  agreed  that  this  sub- 
committee is  the  committee  responsible  for  dealing 
with  any  behavior  problem  of  junior  and  senior  high 
groups  at  Yearly  Meeting,  that  they  should  feel  free 
to  consult  with  persons  outside  the  committee.  Also 
agreed  was  that  this  committee  is  responsible  for 
the  appointment  of  Junior  Friends  advisors. 

Ministry  and  Oversight  Committee:  Plans  were 
outlined  for  a variety  of  kinds  of  fellowship-worship 
groups  at  Yearly  Meeting. 

A request  was  brought  for  information  on  affil- 
iation with  the  Yearly  Meeting  from  a worship  group 
now  meeting  regularly  in  Fairbanks,  Alaska,  where 
a number  of  Friends  who  are  members  of  PYM 
Monthly  Meetings  are  now  living.  M and  O in  con- 
sultation with  Northwest  Quarterly  Meeting  is  to 
arrange  for  a Friend  to  visit  this  group,  before 
August  if  possible,  and  to  take  such  further  steps 
as  appropriate  to  further  their  representation  at 
Yearly  Meeting. 

M and  Q recommended  that  the  amount  of  travel 
allowances  to  official  meetings  should  be  re-evaluat- 
ed in  light  of  the  actual  costs  of  such  travel  and  the 
increase  in  costs  since  the  allowance  was  originally 
figured.  This  was  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee 
for  consideration. 

The  Organization  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  Com- 
mittee: Harold  Carson  reported  continuing  question- 
ing of  possibilities  and  asked  for  clarification  of  their 
responsibility.  The  Committee  was  instructed  to 
prepare  several  alternative  “models”  to  present  to 
Representative  Meeting. 

The  Peace  Committee:  A report  was  given  of 
activities  since  Yearly  Meeting  1968.  Considerable 
discussion  ensued  centering  on  the  sending  of  mes- 
sages without  clearance  from  the  Yearly  Meeting. 
Committees  are  encouraged  to  give  careful  con- 
sideration to  the  implications  before  sending  mes- 
sages which  could  be  misinterpreted. 

Young  Friends:  Tom  Stevenson  reported  that 
Young  Friends  (18  to  30  age  group  generally)  have 
a concern  for  working  toward  unity  among  all  age 
groups  at  Yearly  Meeting  as  well  as  a concern  for 
maintaining  a dialogue  with  peer  groups  outside 
of  the  Society  of  Friends. 

As  a result  of  the  Experiment  in  Silence  held 
during  the  Christmas  holidays  they  ask  the  reserva- 
tion of  a lounge  at  Yearly  Meeting  for  a silent  area 
— a retreat — to  be  open  for  this  purpose  during  the 
whole  of  YM  week  for  all  Friends. 

Some  Young  Friends  would  like  to  come  a day 
early  to  Linfield  for  an  experience  of  silence  and 
listening  as  a prelude  to  the  sessions,  at  which  they 
hoped  other  Friends  might  join  them.  As  Linfield 
College  has  said  it  is  not  open  to  general  arrival 
of  Friends  before  Sunday,  August  3 this  request 
was  referred  to  the  Arrangements  Chairman. 


The  Education  Committee:  Ann  Scott  reported 
that  results  of  the  survey  circulated  last  year  indi- 
cate that  there  is  a continuing  demand  among 
Friends  for  help  and  inspiration  with  their  children’s 
and  family  education.  She  hoped  that  some  of  the 
time  of  Douglas  and  Dorothy  Steere  might  be  de- 
voted at  PYM  to  the  kind  of  stimulating  and  pro- 
vocative advice  they  give  so  well  along  these  lines. 

Douglas  and  Dorothy  Steere  will  be  attending 
PYM  1939  as  participants  In  our  fellowship.  The 
most  felicitous  use  of  their  taients  was  discussed, 
and  the  Clerk  was  instructed  to  ask  them  in  what 
of  several  suggested  ways  they  might  care  to  join. 

Yearly  Meeting  Agenda:  a tentative  schedule 
was  planned  with  some  changes  and  innovations 
meant  to  provide  more  open  and  leisurely  hours 
together.  The  final  schedule  will  be  coordinated  and 
show  activities  of  Junior  and  Young  Friends  as  weil 
as  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

An  invitation  to  Kenneth  Scolding  to  attend  PYM 
1989  wiii  be  made  by  the  Clerk,  as  he  is  to  be  in 
the  area  at  that  time. 

Agenda  Ftevievs/  Committee:  Appointed  to  as- 
sist the  Clerk  in  final  plans  and  ail  subsequent  re- 
quests for  changes  in  the  agenda  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting  sessions  were:  Lois  Barton,  Assistant  Cierk; 
Madge  Seaver,  Tom  Stevenson,  Ed  Morgenroth. 

Historian-Archivist:  Walt  Raitt  needs  a set  of 
PYM  Minutes  for  the  years  1959  and  1936  to  fill  out 
the  set  in  the  Swarthmore  Library  Historical  collec- 
tion. If  any  Meeting  or  Friend  has  a set  and  is  willing 
to  part  with  them  please  write  to  Walt;  he  could 
duplicate  them  if  necessary.  Regular  additions  of 
PYM  Minutes  will  be  made  to  the  Swarthmore  Li- 
brary. 

The  Yearly  Meeting  Archives  asks  for  copies  of 
the  original  organizational  Minutes  of  Monthly  Meet- 
ings who  have  not  already  furnished  these  to  the 
Historian. 

Concerns  from  Monthly  Meetings:  Grass  Valley 
sent  in  a concern  about  the  length  of  “reports  at 
Yearly  Meeting.”  This  prompted  consideration  of 
the  necessity  for  getting  committee  annual  reports 
to  the  Bulletin  in  time  to  be  printed  with  the  Docu- 
ments in  Advance  (committee  reports  are  not  given 
at  sessions  of  PYM.)  A Committee  which  fails  to 
meet  the  deadline  for  the  Bulletin  will  be  respon- 
sible for  duplication  and  distribution  of  their  report 
themselves.  The  concern  of  Grass  Valley  Meeting 
was  taken  into  account  when  planning  the  sessions 
for  Yearly  Meeting. 

Multnomah  Meeting  forwarded  a concern  re- 
garding the  Richmond  Declaration  of  1S68.  This 
was  referred  to  the  Peace  Committee  and  to  the 
Discipline  Committee  for  further  consideration. 

Junior  Yearly  Meeting:  Paul  Dart  reported  that 
its  officers  had  spent  the  day  planning  their  gen- 
eral arrangements  with  the  help  of  Bob  Heilman, 
Chief  Advisor,  Ed  Morgenroth  and  Tom  Stevenson. 
Their  outlines  were  approved  and  will  be  reported 
in  detail  in  the  June  Bulletin  along  with  Yearly  Meet- 
ing announcements. 

Publication  of  “Friends  in  California,”  by  David 
La  Shana  of  George  Fox  College,  is  in  prospect  if 
sufficient  advance  funds  can  be  found  to  finance  it. 
At  the  request  of  Ferner  Nuhn  PYM  has  advanced 
a sum  of  $209  to  add  to  support  from  California 
Yearly  Meeting  with  the  expectation  that  this  will 
be  returned  from  saies  receipts. 
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FROM  THE  QUARTERLY  MEETINGS 

College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting  was  held  at  San 
Francisco  Meeting  House  on  February  1.  In  the 
first  session  the  Monthly  Meeting  reports  were 
read;  many  Meetings  are  occupied  with  implemen- 
tation of  the  Richmond  Declaration  on  the  Draft 
and  Conscription. 

Following  a pot-luck  lunch,  we  heard  a talk  by 
Ross  Flanagan  concerning  his  work  during  the  last 
5 or  6 years.  He  called  his  talk  “Friends  for  all 
Seasons”,  sub-divided  into  Spring  of  Revolution, 
Summer  of  Violence,  Fall  of  Power,  and  Winter  of 
Isolation.  A tape  recording  was  made  and  may  be 
borrowed  from  Russ  Jorgensen. 

In  the  afternoon  session  Alan  Strain  reporting 
for  the  Peace  Committee,  spoke  of  the  fact  that  sev- 
eral Meetings  in  the  immediate  Bay  Area  (San 
Francisco,  Berkeley,  Marin,  Palo  Alto)  are  involved 
with  aid  to  AWOL’s.  He  suggested  and  the  Quar- 
terly Meeting  approved  that  other  Meetings  and 
individuals  consider  helping  these  Meetings  finan- 
cially. It  was  pointed  out  that  contributions  through 
Monthly  Meetings  are  tax  deductible  (not  so  of 
contributions  direct  to  Quarterly  Meetings).  It  was 
decided  to  have  a threshing  session  on  the  subject 
of  the  Draft  at  the  next  Quarterly  Meeting.  Copies 
of  the  “Declaration  of  Freedom”  of  the  National 
Council  to  Repeal  the  Draft  were  distributed. 

William  Fitzhug'h  reported  for  the  Social  Order 
Committee  stressing  the  importance  of  sensitivity 
to  social  situations  and  a willingness  to  accept  cen- 
sure a n d/or  ridicule.  They  reported  on  several 
areas  being  worked  on  by  different  Monthly  Meet- 
ings: training  in  methods  of  reconciliation  (Berke- 
ley); work  with  the  Sheriffs  office  (College  Park); 
police-community  relations  (Sacramento). 

Two  Junior  Friends  in  Washington,  starting  in 
February,  have  been  selected:  John  Pizzo  and  Lar- 
ry Larsen.  Others  are  encouraged  to  apply  to  go 
this  summer;  requirements  are  that  they  be  high 
school  graduates  and/or  17 ’A  years  of  age.  This  is 
a College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting  project,  support- 
ed financially  by  Monthly  and  the  Quarterly  Meet- 
ings. 

Willamette  Quarterly  Meeting  was  held  in  Cor- 
vallis, Oregon  on  February  7-8.  Friends  enjoyed 
the  fellowship  of  meals  together,  a period  of  en- 
counter in  small  groups  including  Junior  Friends, 
two  beautiful  films  on  the  seashores,  an  evening 
talk  by  Douglas  Gwynn,  just  returned  from  two 
years  with  the  Peace  Corps  in  the  Philippines,  and 
an  overnight  get  together  of  the  Junior  Friends. 

The  Meeting  for  Business  considered  three 
topics.  Friends  of  Corvallis  Meeting  are  urgently 
concerned  with  informing  citizens  of  the  area  of 
the  desperate  plight  of  persons  on  welfare  in  Ore- 
gon faced  with  the  inadequate  budget  recommend- 
ed by  the  Governor  to  the  Legislature.  Friends  are 
urged  to  remind  their  legislators  of  the  pressing 
immediate  problems  of  real  people,  as  well  as  to 
consider  the  need  to  overhaul  national  welfare  con- 
cepts, leading  to  a guaranteed  annual  income.  An 
excellent  fact  sheet  was  distributed  for  use  in  other 
towns. 

There  was  a brief  discussion  of  various  ideas  to 
offer  the  Committee  on  Organization  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting.  Minuted  to  forward  to  Harold  Carson  was 
the  question:  “Is  there  a pattern  whereby  we  can 
maintain  Friendly  contacts  yet  have  regular  re- 
gional meetings  to  provide  for  members  who  do 
not  attend  Yearly  Meeting?”  The  Committee  was 
to  have  an  open  meeting  in  the  Portland  Area 
which  Friends  might  attend.  John  Etter  asked 
Friends  present  to  give  him  specific  suggestions  to 
take  to  the  Committee. 


Multnomah  Meeting  reported  that  under  con- 
siderable stress  several  threshing  sessions  had  been 
held  over  the  Richmond  Declaration  of  1968,  re- 
sulting in  a Minute  of  reaffirmation  of  the  1948 
Richmond  statement.  At  their  request  the  Quarter- 
ly Meeting  agreed  to  forward  their  Minute  to  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

Arizona  Half-Yearly  Meeting:  It  was  in  a spirit 
of  deep  thanksgiving  that  Arizona  Friends  met  for 
their  regional  meeting  in  the  Phoenix  Friends  Meet- 
ing House  on  February  15  and  16.  Four  years  ago 
this  small  Arizona  Half-Yearly  Meeting  was  formed, 
and  the  growth  in  numbers,  spirit  and  unity  during 
this  period  was  felt  by  us  all.  Friends  from  Flag- 
staff, Pima  (Tucson),  Phoenix,  and  University 
(Tempe)  Fellowship  gathered  at  2 p.m.  for  a Meet- 
ing for  Business.  Following  this,  a meaningful  “wor- 
ship-fellowship” was  experienced — the  topic,  “Deep- 
ening the  Spiritual  Life  of  our  Meetings,”  was  re- 
sponded to  by  many  Friends,  old  and  young.  Three 
discussion  groups  met  later  in  the  afternoon.  Sam- 
uel Cooper  led  one  group  in  “Insights  into  the  life 
of  John  Woolman”;  Ted  Townsend  led  the  discus- 
sion on  “Draft  Counseling”,  and  Frances  McAllister 
on  the  FCNL’s  concern — “Guaranteed  Annual  In- 
come.” 

During  the  afternoon  the  children  enjoyed  a 
trip  to  the  Phoenix  Zoo.  A picnic  at  Squaw  Peak 
Park,  overlooking  the  city  of  Phoenix,  was  enjoyed 
by  all.  Later  in  the  evening,  a “family  fun  night” 
of  dancing,  games  and  singing  was  held  in  the 
Meeting  House. 

Sunday  morning  at  ten  the  adults  heard  the  tape 
of  the  address  of  John  Swomley,  key  speaker  at  the 
Richmond  Conference,  while  the  children,  under 
the  supervision  of  Mary  Minor,  enjoyed  creative 
art  projects.  Meeting  for  Worship  was  vocal  and 
inspiring.  After  a bountiful  “pot-luck”  dinner,  a 
short  business  meeting  was  held,  and  then  Friends 
reluctantly  departed  to  meet  again  in  Tucson  dur- 
ing Labor  Day  weekend. 

CLARA  HURN 

Southern  California  Quarterly  Meeting  met  for 
its  annual  weekend  fellowship  at  the  Presbyterian 
Conference  Grounds  of  Pacific  Palisades  on  Febru- 
ary 15  and  16. 

It  was  agreed  to  assume  responsibility  for  the 
Book  Store  at  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  regularly  as 
part  of  our  contribution,  as  we  will  no  longer  be 
responsible  for  physical  arrangements  or  hospitality. 

Other  actions  approved  included  underwriting 
transportation  for  William  Shields,  keynote  speak- 
er at  the  “WTiite  Racism”  conference  at  the  Channel 
of  Love  in  southeast  Los  Angeles  on  March  1;  as- 
suming responsibility  for  the  family  camp  at  Sky 
Meadows  from  AFSC,  which  is  now  focusing  more 
on  social  and  institutional  change  than  family  prob- 
lems; requesting  Frances  Woodson  to  compile  a 
new  Quarterly  Meeting  directory;  and  we  will  re- 
quest Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  to  start  compilation 
of  a directory  also. 

Bob  Vogel  reported  that  the  Committee  on  Suf- 
ferings ( established  to  share  information  and  assist

Since  the  Sanctuary  at  Orange  Grove  Meeting 
started  in  December  many  visitors  have  come  there, 
many  expressing  interest  in  Friends.

The 
topics  selected  for  discussion  are: 

1.  History.  Background  of  Quakerism,  develop- 
ment through  Fox,  Hicks,  Woolman,  Brinton.  Dis- 
cussion of  programmed  and  unprogrammed  Meet- 
ings; orthodox  and  Hicksite.  Distribution  of  book 
list,  sale  of  some  materials. 

2.  Beliefs  (Theology) — Cover  “that  of  God  in 
every  man.”  The  Testimonies.  Stress  on  simplicity. 

3.  Social  Concerns  (Beliefs  in  practice) — Cover 
various  action  groups,  pertinent  Testimonies  in  de- 
tail. 

4.  Meeting  for  Worship;  Meditation — Discuss 
briefly  the  Meeting  itself;  preparation  for  medita- 
tion, techniques  of  meditation.  Discuss  ministry — 
when  and  how. 

5.  Meeting  for  Business  Organization — Discuss 
Discipline  and  Queries,  structure  of  committees,  or- 
ganization of  Meeting,  responsibilities  of  members 
and  how  to  conduct  the  Meeting  for  Business. 

6.  Potluck — Groups  get  together  at  Meeting 
House  for  socializing — Icebreaking  (How  did  you? 
become  interested  in  Friends?,  etc.) 


CARRIAGE:  STATIC  OR  CREATIVE?

THE  PEACE  TESTIMONY  TODAY 

Sacramento  and  Davis  Meetings  are  undertak- 
ing a joint  series  of  Sunday  evening  discussions  on 
the  following  subjects: 

1.  Introduction  and  overview  by  Ben  Seaver, 
Peace  Secretary,  AFSC. 

2.  An  historical  review  of  the  various  state- 
ments of  Quaker  peace  testimony  from  George  Fox 
to  Richmond,  1968.  Comparison — relevance  of  each 
statement  to  the  present. 

3.  Non  combatant  service  in  the  military,  and 
alternative  service  in  civilian  jobs:  are  they  still 
“respectable?”  Are  there  differences  among  re- 
sistors to  the  draft?  Do  Quakers  support  all  re- 
sistors? Should  Quakers  harbor  AWOL’s  from  the 
army?  Should  young  Friends  (or  anyone)  move  to 
Canada  or  Mexico  to  avoid  the  draft?  Does  non- 
violence include  non-violence  toward  property?  Do 
Quakers  condemn  dumping  blood  and  napalm  into 
draft  files? 

4.  Draft  repeal,  “si”;  volunteer  military,  “no”: 
Are  there  dangers  in  a purely  volunteer  military 
establishment?  Should  we  move,  rather,  to  the 
more  democratic  Universal  Military  Training  or 
National  Service?  Does  the  young  person  “owe” 
anything  to  his  country?  Does  anyone  “owe”  any- 
thing to  his  country? 

5.  The  military-industrial-scientific-academic  co- 
alition: does  it  perpetuate  the  institution  of  war? 
What  about  arms  sales  abroad?  Will  foreign  policy 
change  without  a change  in  our  economic  system? 
Can  our  economy  function  without  the  prop  of  the 
military  system?  Are  the  Space  Program,  the  Alli- 
ance for  Progress,  the  Peace  Corps  to  be  supported? 
Are  there  any  peaceful  occupations  left? 

6.  How  about  those  in  the  “safe  years”?  Do  we 
“aid  and  abet”  or  just  “counsel”?  What  do  we  say 
to  a high-school  boy,  Friend  and  non-Friend?  Is 
counseling  indoctrination?  Can  paying  taxes  be 
rationalized?  How  can  salaried  people  refuse  tax- 
es? How  about  “nuisance”  tax  refusal?  What  about 
suing  to  recover  protested  taxes?

Monthly  Meetings  where  needed,  is  listing  Meet- 
ings prepared  to  offer  support  and  assistance  to  re- 
sistors; trying  to  establish  a telephone  tree;  trying 
to  find  legal  assistance  and  employment  for  those 
awaiting  trial;  and  trying  to  find  new  avenues  of 
action. 

Five  Meetings  in  our  Quarter  reported  of  their 
concern  for  war  resisters  and  men  who  are  AWOL 
fom  the  armed  forces;  La  Jolla  offers  support  and 
sanctuary  to  resisters  applying  for  help  in  homes 
but  not  in  the  Meeting  House,  the  emphasis  being 
on  friendship,  counseling  and  worship;  Pacific  Ack- 
worth  will  be  listed  as  available  for  draft  resisters; 
Claremont  is  seeking  a way  to  serve  those  who 
cannot  cooperate  with  the  military,  but  will  decide 
how  when  it  has  an  applicant;  Orange  Grove  is  cur- 


rently housing  draft  resisters  and  AWOLS  in  the 
Meeting  House;  San  Fernando  is  housing  two  re- 
sisters in  members’  homes.  Problems  which  Orange 
Grove  and  San  Fernando  have  faced  in  this  regard 
include  varying  life  styles  and  expectancies  be- 
tween resisters  and  Meeting  members;  hospitality 
for  friends  of  the  resisters;  visits  by  excessive  num- 
ers  of  people;  housing  of  longer  duration  than  orig- 
inally anticipated;  medical  and  psychiatric  needs. 

Ralph  Pinney  of  Orange  Grove  Meeting  spoke 
movingly  of  the  changes  that  are  being  wrought  in 
our  Meetings  through  working  with  these  young 
men,  and  asked  that  they  and  we  listen  well  to 
each  other  and  be  tender  to  the  changes;  “We  do 
not  know  how  the  Lord  is  working  with  us — what 
is  this  in  our  midst?”
